He did not know 
the racial composition of any of Trump’s buildings and had 
no contact with any of the tenants in the buildings.

He' said that he could not 
recall ever having discussed the practice of racial dis~ 
crimination or the different treatment of persons, based 
on race, with any persons associated with the Trump Manage- 
ment Compctny, He was not aware or had any loiowledge of any 
system, in which the Superintendent or a Rental Agent of 
tihie Tysen's Park Apartments, showed a phoney lease to a 
black or Puerto Rican applicant, to prove that a vacant 
apartment had just been rented.

summed the above up by saying he would not routinely offer an 
application without first determining the financial capability 
of the applicant nor would he routinely advise a poten tial 
applicant of the number of vacancies at the Sea Isle* I 
stated once he felt the applicant would be financially 
capable he would fort?ard the application* He added he would 
orally contact the central office and advise them of the applicant
